INDUSTRIAL WARFARE WASTE: 

Up to date no statesman has come to the front 
who could offer. any solution of «the Jindustrial 
warfare almost constantly being waged in this 
country, and the Government Atgele , seems power- 
less to sglye the problem. Whether they can or 
not, or don't want to, is another questign, but be 
that as it may: the coal barons seem ‘to haye a 
strangle hold on. the Government and Congress, and 
therefore do pretty. mueh. as they please. .Other- 
wise the public would not pay $15 to $20 a ton 
for coal that costs the ogerators $8 a ton. to 
produce. 
and the heads of; the ‘big railroad companies own 
80 per cent of all the coal mines, and. are known 
to have enough Congressmen in their vest pockets 
to guard their interests, because they are the ones 
who put up the fat campaign. contributions, prob- 
ably it is no wonder that the coal barons fife: not 
made to do what is right and’ quit profiteering. 

All warfare spells waste. The present struggle 
between niiners and” operators is industrial warfare, 
and it is estimated that coal strikes alone cost, this 
country five hundred millions a year- And the 
innocent public pays that bill, while the’ waste Is 
brought about Shy uncompromising antagonists. It 
makes little difference “to ‘tie public. where the 
fault Hes in these ‘strugglés, What concerns the 
“public most is the fact that each recurring strike 
projects hardships, want ‘and ‘misery into the 
future, to say nothing about their: immediéte -ef- 
fects upon business, industry and all social #ela- 
tions. Many of the striking coal miners: ar@ now 
making arrangements. to return to Italy, Austria 
and the other coyntries from which they came, and 
it will be well if they never return, for. accord- 
ing to all reports there are 250,000 more of ‘them 
than there is work, for them to do.
